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Tile of floor covering. 

The invention relates to a tile of floor covering. 

The purpose of the invention is carrying out tiles of ground easy pose, requiring any tooling nor no bonding, allowing 
combinations of varied colors. 

Tiles of ground, object of invention, have moreover advantage to be deposited as easily as they can be put in place, which 
allows for example, to modify the drawing carried out to remake another of them. 

In accordance with the invention, the tile is characterized in what it is made up out of elastic material, preferably out of 
polyvinyl chloride, that it present on two adjacent sides a setback compared to its upper face and, on the two other sides, 
a setback compared to its low face, the sum heights of the two setbacks being equal to the thickness of the tile, so that 
the funds of the two setbacks are on a parallel same plane with the faces, and in what it present a projecting bead on the 
bottom of a setback and a groove of corresponding form dug in the content of the other setback, so that two similar tiles 
can be juxtaposed and assembled by the elastic engagement of the bead of the one in the groove of the other with the 
help of a single normal pressure with the faces of the tiles. 

The bead can have in section an upper width maximum at the width of the opening of the groove. 
The bead and the groove can have a dovetail section. 

The tile can comprise on its low face of the cells intended to confer more flexibility to him. 
The invention now will be described with more details while referring to embodiments given as example only and 
represented with the annexed figures: Figure 1 is a plan view of the low face of a tile; Figure 2 is a view out of cut 
following line II-II of figure 1; Figure 3 is a plan view of the upper face of the tile of figure 1; Figure 4 is a plan view of the 
low face of a tile, according to a variant of performing; Figure 5 is a view out of cut following line V-V of figure 4; Figure 6 
is a plan view of the upper face of the tile of figure 4. 

The tile of figures 1, 2 and 3 comprises a low face 1 intended to come in contact with the ground and an upper face 2, the 
aforementioned face 1 comprising a series of cells 3 intended to confer on the tile which is out of elastic material, for 
example out of polyvinyl chloride, more flexibility. 

The tile comprises on two on its adjacent sides 4 and 5 a turned setback 9 towards its low face 1, a longitudinal groove 8 
being practised in the aforementioned setback 9. 

On the sides 6 and 7, opposed to sides 4 and 5, the tile comprises a turned setback towards the face upper 2 and integral 
of a longitudinal bead 11, of form corresponding one to that of groove 8, the sum of the thickness of setbacks 9 and 10 
being equal with the thickness of the tile. 

It is understood that thanks to the tiles in accordance with the invention, one will be able readily and very rapidly to cover 
a ground. Indeed, one will be able to juxtapose and assemble identical tiles by the elastic engagement of bead 11 of a tile 
in groove 8 of the other tile and so on, by single pressure on face 2 of the tiles, without having to raise an edge to slip the 
corresponding setback. 

Preferably, bead 11 will have its larger upper dimension with the opening of

groove, so that it can penetrate in the aforementioned groove elastically. One will be able to carry out floor coverings 
having a decorative aspect by using tiles of different colors, so as to form drawings. These tiles could be deposited as 
easily as laid, and one will be able at will to modify the drawings so as to obtain other aspects. On figures 3, 4 and 5 one 
represented a variant of performing in which bead 11 has, in section, the shape of a dovetail, groove 8 having a 
corresponding section. Of course, the invention is not limited to the embodiments which have been just described and 
which were represented with the annexed figures, one will be able to bring changes of details there, without leaving for 
that the frame the invention. SUMMARY the invention relates to a tile of floor covering, characterized especially by the 
main points following, considered separately or following all combinations: 

1. It is made up elastic material, preferably chloride of polyvinyl, it present on two adjacent sides a setback compared to 
its upper face, and, on the two other sides, a setback compared to its low face, the sum the heights of the two setbacks 
being equal to the thickness of the tile, so that the funds of the two setbacks are on a parallel same plane with the faces, 
and in what it present a projecting bead on the bottom of a setback and a groove of corresponding form dug in the content 
of the other setback, so that two similar tiles can be juxtaposed and assembled by the elastic engagement of the bead of- 
the one in the groove ofother with the help of a single normal pressure with the faces of the tiles; 

2. The bead present in section an upper width maximum with the width of the opening of the groove; 

3. The groove and the bead have a dovetail section; 
top 4. The tile comprises on its low face of the cells. 
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
